Mr. Gillespie, manager of the Madoc 
Tale Works, dropped into the Review 
office the other day, and gave expres- 
sion to his views as to the effect of the 
proposed trade arrangements between 
Canada and the United States on the 
mining interests of Hastings county, 
and probably few men in Canada are 
better qualified to givea rational opin- 
ion on this—the most important re- 
source of this district. 

He has developed the tale industry 
from «a business sending a few car- 
loads of unground tale periodically to 
the United States to be there manu- 
factured, into a going concern employ- 
ing from 35 to 40 men the year round, 
and paying out in wages and supplies 
from $25,000 to $30,000 a year. He 
has established markets even on the 
continent ef Europe for the sale of 
ground tale, but says that unless he 
can gain free access to the great mar- 
kets south of us that he cannot profit- 
ably develop the tale industry any

Silage Makes Good Beef 


“Corn isn’t much more than 50c, 
per bushel at present,” temurked a 
cattleman from Western Ontario ve- 
cently, ‘thut I am getting more than 
a dollar per bushel for my crop. Tam 
feeding it to a nice lot of steers, Last 
fall [cut it green and put it into the 
silo. The steers are getting aboub 35 
pounds of it every day, along with a 
little bit of grain and some bran. I 

ive a good feed of clover hay once a 
day, and all the straw they will eat. 
Formerly [ used to feed corn grain 
dry, with clover hay and some roots, 
but this season I am trying the other 
way, and so far lam moye than satis- 
fied, [have not had a steer off bis 
feed, none of them are scouring, and 
every time [increase the grain ration 
a little 1 can see the animals respond- 
ing ina way that convinces me that 
corn silage is the right thing to make 
agrain ration tell. I have heard of 
of bad results fron) feeding corn sil- 
age, but not when it was fed with 
clover hay and a little bit of bran. I 
am going to ship these steers to mar- 
ket this season without much more 
grain investeddn them than I usually 
put into stockers to finish on the QVAass 
and they will reach the market with- 
out being put on grass at all, and I 
will top the market with them when 
I do.” - 

Too many farmers over-estimate 
the labor and inconvenience there is 
in cutting and storing the corn crop 
in the fall. But probably there is no 
work on the farm which is more pro- 
fituble, if the corn crop is harvested 
right and then fed right afterwards, 
To get the best results from it, alfalfa 
hay or clover hay must be fed with it, 
and then some more proteid in bran 
or oil cake, or cottonseed meal, and a 
light rationof grain.—Oanadian Farm.

TAFT FIXES THE DATE 


Extra Session if Necessary Will 
Be Called on April 4, 


There Is Now No Chance That Reci- 
Procity Treaty Can Be Put Through 
This Session, and an Extra Sitting 
Is So Probable That the President 
Has Indicated the Time When It 
Will Be Necessary. 


Washington, Feb, 27.—80 probable 
is it that an extra session of Congress 
will be necessary in order to get ac- 
tion on the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment that President Taft has fixed 
Apri! 4 as the date on which such a 
session may be called. 

The April date was selected after 
consultation with Champ Clark, who 
will be Speaker of the next House, 
j and Representative Underwood of Ala- 
| bama, who will be chairman of the 
ways and means committee, which 
will have charge of and report the re- 
ciprocity bill in the House 

The President had intended to con- 
| vene the extra sion at an earlier 
date, but Representatives Clark and 
Underwood told him that they would 
like to have a month's time after the 
present Congress adjourns in which 
to map out the Democrati> plans for 
the next session. 

There was no change in the situa- 
tion in the Senate Saturday regarding 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement, 
and the leaders see no hope of bring- 
ing to a vote at this session the Mc- 
Call bill to carry the agreement into 
effect. Many rumors were circulated 
vf moves to remedy the situation, but 
apparently they were all without foun- 
dation, The most persistent of all was 
one that Senator Aldrich, famed for 
winning legislative battles, which his 
colleagues thought lost, was speeding 
to Washington at the urgent solicita- 
tion of President Taft to take charge 
of the situation in the Senate. 

The Aldrich rumor, apparently, was 
a distortion of a telegram which the 
Senator sent from Jekyll Island, Ga., 
asking that a pair be arranged for 
him in favor of the McCall bill if it 
comes to a vote this session. 

As a matter of fact, no one believes 
that the coming of Senator Aldrich 
would alter the situation in respect to 
the MeCall b The measure is op- 
posed by Senators Cummings, Bris- 
tow, Clapp and many other insurgent 
Republicans. The arrival of Mr. Ald- 
rich and any attempt by him to force 
the consideration of the bill upon the 
Senate would be like shaking a red 
flag in the face of a bull. It would 
serve, according to the consensus of 
opinion in the Senate, only to intensi- 
fy the insurgents’ fight against the 
measure. Not only that, but his friend- 
ship for the bill unquestionably would 
alienate some of his best friends, like 
Sen&tors Hale, McCumber, Smoot, and 
others who aided him in framing the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law, but who are 
opposed to the Canadian agreement. 

Senator McCumber spoke against 
the bill Saturday, basing his argument 
upon the disastrous effect which he 
said its enactment would have upon 
the farming industry.

Ns Toronto, Feb, 27.—Sixteen box cars 
fully loaded with wheat were smash- 
*) ed to matchwood in a wreck on the 
.| main line of the Grand Trunk at the 
Humber yesterday morning and all 
traffic through this important point— 
Grand Trunk and C.P.R.—was cut off 
for nine hours 

It was as bad a wreck as could well 
be imagined. Sixteen cars, and 16,000 
bushels of wheat were squashed into 
a beautifully scrambled heap, within 


a space of five cars lengths. 

It occurred at 10.10 a.m., and, with 
a full auxiliary crew, with a crane, 
and three section gar working like 
beavers, it took until 7 o’clock in the 
evening to get the north (west bound) 
track cleared so that trains east and 
west could be run over it between 
Mimico and Swansea. The other track 
was not cleared until early this inorn- 
ing. 

No one was injured; but a brake- 
man and a Humber native had close 
calls, The brakeman was trotting over 
the top of the train and just hopped 
from the last car that was smashed 
when it mounted the heap of debris. 

‘Lefty’’ Macdonald, who is to pitch 
for the Toronto ball team this year, 
and who resides close to the scene of 
the wreck, was on the track—just go- 
ing for a pail of water—when the train 
began to crumple up beside him and 
he had to step lively over the embank- 
ment to save his skin. He was right 
where the cars buckled, and one of 
them made for him endwise across the 
tracks. 

Engine No, 674, with Engineer W. 
Perry and Conductor T. Stebbard, was 
hauling 35 box-cars laden with wheat 
from the Grand Trunk elevators at 
Point Edward to Portland, Me., for 
export, and two empties. 

The front truck on the eighth car 
from the engine broke at a point 250 
yards west of Billie Miles’ hotel and 
trailed along the ties unti] it struck a 
switch frog about fifty yards west of 
the hotel. Then it tried to take the 
siding and in a minute sixteen cars 
were piled up in the hollow behind the 
hote!, over the tracks and down on 
the other side of the narrow embank- 
ment.

The 
bare majority of sixteen, which the 
Government received on Friday night 
in a vote of confidence in the Chamber 
of Deputies, following the Premier’s 
arraignment by the Radical Socialists, 
Louis Mally and Paul Meunier, was 
sore blow to the Premier and his asso- 
ciates, who had been sustained many 
times in previous crises by much 
larger votes. In the end, M. Briand 
declared that he was ‘sick of it all.” 

The only reason for waiting until 
to-day to present their resignations to 
the President is that the Ministers 
wish to show their respect for the 
memory of their late colleague, Gen.

That the American 
farmers will take advantage of the 
open door there can be no doubt, 
Even with a tariff wall against them 
they have succeeded in selling im- 
Mmense quantities of farm products in 
Canada, more than Canadian farmers 
have been able to sell in the United 
States. With reciprocity in farm pro- 
ducts the ten American farmers will 
crowd the one Canadian farmer pretty 
close in his own market. 

But this is not all that the Canadian 
farmer has to face under the reciproc- 
ity compact. Owing to fayoured na- 
tion treaties, any tariff advantages 
granted by Oanada to the United 
States must also apply to the follow- 
ing countries: Argentine Republic, 
Austria Hungary, Bolivia, Columbia, 
Denmark, Japan, Norway, Russia, 
Spain, Sweden,Switzerland, Venezuela. 

Then it is provided * that the advan- 
tages granted to the United Stutes 
shall extend to the United Kingdom 
and the several British colonies.” Phis 
will bring about free entrance of farm 

roducts from those great food export- 

ng colonies, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

In fact Canadian farmers will have 
to compete in their own home market 
with farm products from all the great 
food producing Countries of the world, 


Adding to the Uncertainty 


There is always some uncertainty 
about farming. The farmer never 
knows when he puts seed in the ground 
what the weather conditions will be. 
There may be frost or hail or drought 
or too much rain. 

Added to all these uncertainties due 
to Nature's variations there is the 
certainty regarding the prices wk 


will prevail when the crop is haryest- |

To make up for losses in the home 
market the Canadian farmer will have 
to very greatly increase his exports to 
the United States. In sowing seed, in 
raising stock, in growing vegetables 
and fruit be will always have to con- 
sider what is most likely to satisfy 
American demands. And after he 
has made his arragements, while his 
crops are still ungarnered and the live 
stock, which he is raising specially to 
suit the American market, is half 
grown, the United States Congress 
may suddenly decide to shut out Can- 
adian farm products of all kinds, Re- 
member the Reciprocity Gompact is 
not atreaty. It may be ended at will 
by the United States Congress or the 
Canadian Parliament. Iv is well that 
we are not tied down toa perwnacent 
arrangement. Even the Free Trade 
Farmers’ Convention in Ottawa ov 
December 15 and 16, 1910, recommend- 
ed that a permanent treaty should 
not be made, but that any understand- 
ing arrived atshould be put into effect 
by concurrent legislation, All classes 
ot the community were of the sume 
opinion in this regard, and the Goy- 
ernment could not have detied the 
unanimous sentiment of the commun- 
ity. So when we point out that either 
the United States Congress or the 
Canadian Parliament is at liberty to 
end the agreement at short notice we

They Remind the American Traveler of 
the Western Prairies. 


To traverse the great plains of An- 
dalusia is not only to travel through 
an exceedingly interesting and char- 
acteristic part of Spain, but to receive 
an impression. at least from a dis- 
tance, of the American prairies as 
they formerly were. 

For miles and mileg on either side 
of the Guadalquivir (which, for all 
its romantic name, is a very muddy 
stream) the country stretches away 
into a faint blue haze of distant hills, 
with the foreground and middle dis- 
tance full of herds of horses, mules 
and cattle, feeding slowly or lying at 
ease in the long grass and low, gorse- 
like serub. 

The wide and lengthy tracts of grass 
country, the immense herds and the 
mounted cowboys combine, says The 
Wide World, to present an aspect 
which seems to belong much more to 
America than to Europe. On closer 
inspection, of course, this illusion is 
dispelled. : 

For example, the horses, inatead of 
having ordinary foals at foot, have 
mule foals, and interspersed among 
the horses and cattle are herds of 
mules, with occasionally a few don- 
keys.

If you are a boor among your ac 
quaintances they can severely leave 
you alone; you can give the cold 
shoulder to the cad in the office or the 
works; you can escape the fool in the 
morning train; you can have o prior 
engagement if your pet aversion asks 
you to supper. 

But your home people are under the 
inexorable necessity of living with 
you. A man sometimes gets into the 
habit of thinking that anything will 
do for his home people. He treats 
them as daily bread; he does not ex- 
ert himself; he reserves his best for 
outsiders. 

He says he likes to be homely at 
home; that is very well so long as it 
does not mean being vulgar. He says 
he likes to be at ease in his home; 
very well, too, if it does not mean 
being thoughtless, | 

Familiarity breeds contempt. It is 
not easy to be constantly patient and | 
profitable and pleasant to those whom 
you meet every morning at breakfast. 
The breakfast table is often the great- 
est disillusioner. More secrets of char- 
acter are revealed over the bacon and 
eggs than over the dessert. 

There is no severer discipline in the 
world than that of the home, and most 
of us go down under it in this matter 
of courtesy. 

Don't let us put off*our manners 
when we put on our slippers. Let us 
be the more considerate when it is only 
our own whom we have to consider. 
And just because our home life fs pri- 
vate and is screened off from public 
judgment and {s sheltered from the re- 
straint of public opinion let us be the 
more scrupulous that we may be yoild 
of the offense against the heart of 
love. 

Behind many closed doors and drawn 
blinds there lie grim tragedies, and 
many of them may be traced to seem- 
ingly trivial slackness in the courte- 
sies of love. 

This is the rift that has made the 
music mute. Take care of the courte- 
sles and the grand passions will take 
care of themselves. 2 


The Desirable Guest. 

The person who can talk entertain- 
ingly is the best type of guest at so- 
cial gatherings, for she who chatters 
incessantly is almost more undesirable 
than one who is too quiet, for the lat- 
ter gives opportunity for other persons 
to express themselves, while with the 
former to say even one word fs often 
a struggle.

Memory Verses, 11, 12—Golden Text, 
Gen. v, 24—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


As we come to Blijah’s farewell to 
earth for the present we might with 
great profit review and ponder bis dl- 
rect messages from the Lord, which, 
if I have counted correctly, were just - 
eight (I Kings xvii, 2, 8; xviii, 1; xix, 9, 
xxi, 17, 28; II Kings , 3, 15). In the 
previous chapter in connection with 
the messages from heaven to Elijah 
notice how God observes all that is 
done for or against Him, and also 
how He tells His servants when to go 
or stay. “The ways of man are be 
fore the eyes of the Lord, and He pon- 
dereth all his goings” (Proy. vy, 21), 
Note the fire from heaven in chapter 
i, 10, 12, and compare Rey, vi, 5. 

We should have moticed in last les- 
son the penitence of Ahab and the 
Lord's forbearance and long suffering 
(I Kings xxi, 27-29). Truly He is not 
willing that any should perish (II Pet. 
ill, 9). 

Now we came in our lesson of to- 
day to something wholly unique in the 
Bible story, for, although Enoch also 
was translated, we have no record of 
the incidents connected therewith, 
Only these two have ever left the earth’ 
without dying, but a great company 
will have this privilege when Jesus 
sball come to the air for His church 
(I Cor. xy, 51, 52; I Thess. iv, 16-18), 
There is a fearful record in Rey. xix, 
20, of two men who shall be cast into 
the lake of fire without dying. ; 

This lesson story of the translation 
of Elijah and the beautiful devotion — 
of Elisha is one of the most fascinat- 
ing in Scripture and intensely prac- 
tical. ‘hey are more intimately as- 
sociated here than anywhere else, and 
their names, which are mentioned over 
twenty times in our lesson and signify, 
“My God is Jehovah” and “My God is — 
salvation,” are so suggestive of Him 
with whom they both walked. 

Elisha’s oft repeated “As the Lord 
liveth and as thy soul liveth I will 
not leave thee” (verses 2, 4, 6) remind 


us of the devotion of Ruth to Naomt — 


and of Ittai to David for the sake of 


the God of Israel (Ruth {, 16, 17; IL — 


Sam. xv, 21). ; 
The expressions “So they went,” 
“So they came,” “They two went on,” — 
“They two stood,” “They two went 
over,” “They still went on and talked” 
(verses 2, 4, 6, 7, 8, 11), suggest to us 
the possibility of such a fellowship 
with the Lord Jesus Christ Himself, 
seeing no one but Jesus only with our- 
selyes and so occupied’ with Him that 
we shall be blind and deaf to all but — 
Him (Mark ix, 8; Acts xxil, 11). The 
four places mentioned are easily sug- 
gestive of different stages of Christian 
experience, Gilgal reminding us of the 


i 


reproach of Bgypt rolled away, the 


past under the blood (Josh. vy, 9, 10). 
Bethel tells of visions of God, minis- 


tering angels, etc.; Jericho was where 


the new captain appeared to Joshua, 
and the thirteenth round of the city. 
brought down the walls. 

All this indicates progress in the 
divine life, but there is always more 
for us to enjoy, and we will increas- 
ingly possess our possessions if Wo, 
whole heartedly follow on (Obad. xvil} — 
Hos. vi, 3). 

To Blijah’s question, 
shall do for thee,” Elisha promptly re- 
plied, “Let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me” (verse 9). When — 
Dlijah considered what he had passed 
through we do not wonder that he sald 
to the man who wanted a double por- 
tion of his spirit, “Thou hast asked a~ 
hard thing.” Few are filled with the 
spirit just for that reason. It is a hard ~ 
thing—not hard for God to grant, but 
for us to be willing to receive, accord- 
ing to Luke xiv, 26, 27, 33. Many are 
called, but few are chosen, for tho 
same reason. = 

I have often tried to picture these 
two men as they walked on together. 
We may not know which-way Elijah 
looked, but there can be no doubt 
about Blisha, for his receiving his 
heart’s desire depended upon his see- 
ing Elijah when he was taken from 
him, How could there be a more stead- 
fast beholding of a person? If we 
looked up as steadfastly into heaven 
as Stephen did (Acts vil, 55) there 
would be more of Jesus seen In our 
lives. 

Well, the whirlwind came, and tho 
horses and chariot of fire, and Blijah ; 
was taken, and Elisha saw it, and, 
rending his own mantle in two pieces, 
he took up the mantle of Piijab that 
fell from him and went back and stood 
by Jordan, Elijah fs gone, but not 
so the God of Elijah. 

With the mantle of Elijah he smote 
the waters and, said, “Where is the 
Lord God of Elijah?” The waters dl- 
vided, and Blisha went over, and the 
sons of the prophets who were watch- 

ing said, “The spirit of Elijah doth 
rest on Dlisha.” Some people took 
knowledge of Peter and John that they 
had been with Jesus, and there should 
be a savor of Him in the lives of all 
His people (Acts fv, 18; II Cor. ii, 14, 
15). ‘To the sons of the prophets’ per 
sistent plea that they might go and 
search for Elijah, Rllsha finally yleld- 
ed. They returned after three days of 
vain searching and confessed that they 
could not find him, There may be 
such searching when the church has 
been taken, We next see Elijah in 
Matt. xvil alive and well, _

CANADA’S OPEN DOOR 


This is the second of the series of articles on Reciprocity 
republished from the Canadian Century, to which reference was 


made in our issue of last week. 
Canadian Fruit Farmers in Great Peril 


(From the Canadian Century) 


The largest deputation of farmers 
that ever waited on any Oanadian 
Government was that of the fruit 
growers of Western Ontario, who 
went to Ottawa on February 10 to pro- 
test against the Reciproc Agree- 
ment, The case they presented to the 
Government was a strong one. They 
showed that if the Reciprocity Agree- 
ment was endorsed by the Canadian 
Parliament and the United States Con- 
gress it would reduce the valne of 
every orchard in Ontario and ruin 
thousands of small fruit farmers who 
had paid high prices for their little 
farms and spent time and money in 
planting trees. They showed that 
many large farms had been subdivided 
for fruit-growing purposes, and that 
new subdivisions were constantly be- 
ing made. They said that a farm of 
one hundred acres which formerly 


into ten small fruit- farms, supported 
Among other memorials 


, 

“We, the undersigned, the presi- 
dent and executive committee of the 
Old Country Association, composed 
entirely of men born and bred in the 
British Isles, and the great majority 
of whom are engaged in the fruit in- 
dustry, respecttully and earnestly. 
beg to draw the attention of the Do- 
minion Government to the peculiar 
hardsbip which will be imposed upon 
us should this proposed tariff legis- 
lation come into effect. 

**We have been induced to leave 
Great Britain and to come to this 
peninsula, and to invest our capital 
in the purchase, planting and gen- 
eral improvement of fruit lands in a 
large measure owing to the very 


wide distribution ot official pamph- 
lets and other literature emanating 
from Canada, an distributed 
throughout the British Isles, posi- 
tively stating that ‘the Ontario 
grower \is protected in the home 
market by a high tariff against for- 
eign-grown fruit and vegetables and 
thus enjoys that market without 
serious competition from outside 
sources,’ 

“The amount of customs tariffs on 
the various fruits is specifically 
Stated in these pamphlets and litera- 
ture ; and in order that this particu- 
lar advantage to the Canadian grow- 
er may be clearly understood by the 
Britisher this tariff scale is not only 
set forth in Canadian money but is 
also set forth in the coinage of Great 
Britain. Under the belief that these 
conditions would be stable we have 

—not only sunk our own capital, but 
have been instrumental in bringing 
many of our countrymen here to in- 
vest iu this growing industry, which, 
owing to the steady rise of recent 
years in the values of land, now re- 
quires a large amount of capital to 
purchase and equip even the small 
farms the majority of us own, and 
to provide for the maintenance of 
our families during the years it takes 
to bring an orchard into bearing.” 
Four days after these Ontapio frnit- 

farmers presented their case to the 

Government Mr.Martin Burrell, mem- 


ber of Parliament for Yale riboo, | 
gave the House of Commons navk 
ably clear and comprehensive state- 


ment ot the position of the fruit-grow- 
ers In all the provinces of Canada, Riv- 
ing special attention, of course, to his 
Own province of British Columbia, 
which has made wonderful progress 
in the planting of ovehards dui ing the 
last ten years. Mr. Burrell has de- 
voted twenty-eight vears of his life to 
the practical work’ of fruit-growing, 
No man in Canada bas a better know- 
ledge of the question. 

Io 1901 there were 567,000 fruit trees 
in British Columbia, uccording to the 
Dominion census, Now there are esti- 
mated to be five million fruit trees in 
that province, and the avea devoted to 
fruit is rapidly increasing. 

The grain grower of the praivie gets 
his big farm at low cost, sometimes as |

According to the Dominion census 
of 1901 there were in the whole of Can-

and 179,425 other fruit trees; a total 
of over twenty-one million fruit trees, 
besides 2,783,596 grape vines and large 
acreages of small fruits. Since 1901 
there has been a very great increase 
in the number of trees, British Colum- 
bia farmers alone having planted 
about 4,500,000 trees within the ten 
years, Mr, Burrell estimates that 
there cannot be less than thirty million 
fruit trees in Canada. now, and he 
thinks that $150,000,000 is a low valua- 
tion to place on the orchards of Can- 
adh to-day, THE CANADIAN CEN- 
TURY some weeks ago published an 
article on the value of a tree. It was 
pointed ont that a German railway 
company had been forced to pay six 
hundred dollars for one cherry tree 
which it destroyed, and the principle 
upon which the court decided the value 
of a fruit tree was explained. Mr, 
Burtell’s estimate only allows five dol- 
lars as the average value of a Cana- 


dian fruit tree when he values the 
orchards of the Dominion at $150,000,- 


000. We believe that the real value is 
very much greater, 

Now what would be said if the Goy- 
ernmentsuddenly took away the tariff 
protection of a group of manufactur- 
ing industries in which $150,000,000 of 
capital was invested ? 

We hear a great deal from the poli- 
ticians about vested rights. Why 
should there be any more considera- 
tion for the vested rights of manufac- 
turers than for the vested rights of 
farmers. Has not the small farmer a 
vested right in the fruit tree that cost 
him money, labor, time and anxiety ? 

We do not believe that the prosper- 
ous grain growers of the prairie pro- 
vinces of Canada will vote against 
their brothers in British Columbia and 
Ontario when they know the real facts. 
We appeal to those farmers of Canada 
who are not fruit growers to stand by 
ibis brother farmers in this time of 
peril. 


World Competition for Canadian Farmers 


* Why should Canadian farmers lose 
every vestige ot protection for their 
produets while the tariff on manufac- 
tured goods remains almost un- 
touched? Iffarm products from the 
United States, the Argentine Repub- 
lic, Russia, Austria-H ungary, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Spain, Japan, 
Australia, New Zealand and other 
countries areto come intofree compet- 
ition with Canadian farm products in 
our own home market why should not 
manufactured products come in free 
from) the same countries 2” 

These ave the questions which farm- 
ers throughout Canada are asking 
each other now, and they will ask the 
politicians the same questions a little 
later on. Free trade in farm products 
and protection for manufactured pro- 
ducts is a condition of things that can- 
not be permanent. 


What will American Farmers Say ? 


When the farmers of the United 
States learn that the same Reciprocity 
compact that gives them tree entrance 
to the Canadian market gives exactly 
the same privilege to almost every 
food-exporting country in the world 
they will be enraged. ‘Phey will say : 


|** With Russians, Japanese, Austrians, 


Argentines, Daves, Swedes, Norwegi- 
ans, Spaniards, Australians, New Zeal- 
anders, and a host of other food pro- 
dueers duinping their surplus products 
into the Oanadian. market what will 
there be left for us?” ‘They will com- 
plain that Canadians will try to relieve 
their glutted mavkets by shipping 
some of this foreign stuff into the 
United States, nnd indeed it will be 
very difficult for the United States 
Government to prevent them doing so. 
How will United States customa offi- 
cials be able to distinguish between 
Canadian farm products and the for- 
eign food that will be dumped on the 
Canadian market? Dishonest men in 
both Canada and the United States 
will take advantage of the situation. 
On the other haod honest Canadian 
exporters will often be suspected of 
fraud. American customs officials 
will sometimes charge that good, hon- 


jest, Oanadian eggs,butter, cheese, ete,, 


come from Argentina, Siberia, or some 
other outlandish place that bas been 
given the right to send its farm pro- 
ducts freely into Canada.

made such giant strides as to challenge 
the attention of the civilized world 
and to call forth from Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier the expression, ‘*The nine- 
teenth century was the century of the 
United States, but the twentieth cen- 
tury is Canada’s,” and now without a 
mandate from the people and from an 
expiring Republican administration, 
concessions are sought, for which in- 
valuable privileges are given. 

Mr. Northrup said that if he thought 
that the proposed trade arrangements 
were in the best interests of Canada 
he would approve them, but in his 
epinion they would be found to be det- 
rimental, both to the best interests of 
this country and tend to weaken that 
tie which binds Canada to the Moth- 
erland. In fact, American statesmen 
had freely voiced the opinion that 
freer trade relations would eyentuall 

to commercial, if not political, 
union. The disturbance of the present 
fiscal policy bad already frightened 
foreign capitalists. 

Under the present fiscal policy, Am- 
erican manufacturers were establish- 
ing branch industries in this country 
in order to avoid the duty. This was

Free trade with the United 
States would cause this tendency to 
cease ; would divert trade from east to

and poor crops. Free trade would 
also expose the Canadian farmer to 
foreign competition in almost every 
article he produces from countries 
where money is cheap and Wages low. 
It would destroy the fruit industry 
through the climatic conditions of the 
land to the south of us, 

Mr. Northrup concluded speech of

Longer Trip. 


Nice, France, March 6,—Lieutonant 
Bague accomplished a sensational and 
daring feat yesterday by flying over 
the Mediterranean from Antibes 
the little Island of Gorgona, off the 
Italian c-ast. He covered a distance 
of more than 200 kilometres (124.5 
miles), establishing a new record for 
oversea flight. “This he did without 
the assistance of tugs, torpedo boats 
or any other craft to guide him or add 
to his confidence by their presence. 
Lieut, Bague started at 7.30 o'clock 
yesterday morning in a Bieroit mono- 
plane with the intention of landing on 
Corsier and proceeding thence by 
way of Sardinfa and Sicily to Tunis, 
to visit the colonel of the fourth Al- 
gerian rifles, from which regiment he 
resigned to devote his time to avia- 
tion. 

In the presence of a few spectators 
the aviator left the ground, rising at 
once to a considerable height. He 
shaped his course southward and soon 
vanished. Aided by a strong wind his 
progress was rapid, and a despatch 
was finally received here that he had 
arrived at Gorgona. This island lies 
between Corsica and Leghorn. It is 
a small wooded roék about two miles 
long belonging to Italy. Bague landed 
there as 1 o’clock in the afternoon, 
the descent being made awkwardly 
and with great danger to the aviator, 
on account of the trees and rocks, The 
monoplane struck heavily and was 
badly damaged, but Bague was not 
hurt. 

It had been his intention to land at 
Ajaccio, on the west coast of Corsica, 
but lesing his way the aviator shaped 
his course too far north, As it was, 
he covered a greater distance over the 
water than if he had carried out his 
original plan.

The girl had 
twice previously taken chloroform for 
operations without ill effect. 


Lieut.-Col. McArthur Dead. 


Montreal, March 1.—Lieut.-Col. Mc- 
Arthur died at his late residence, 87 
St. Matthew street, yesterday, at the 
age of 74 years. 

Lieut.-Col. McArthur was a well- 
known military man and a_ strong 
Conservative.

the skin of the dead louse, swelling it 
to a pear shape and changing the color 
to a brown or copper tint. After pupa- 
tion occurs inside this cocoon the par- 
asite cuts a neat circular door in the 
skin of the louse ip order to get out. 

The multiplication of the plant lice 
is.rapid indeed, but that of the para- 
sites is still more rapid, so that before 
the grain is killed the lice are for the 
most part destroyed. Of course this 
may not always occur, but so far the 
writer’s experience witb them has 
been that their bark is far worse than 
their bite. 

CATTLE, MARKETS, Cultivating the Corn Crop. 

The essential thing in corn cultiva 
tion is to keep the ground free from 
weeds and covered with a soil mulch. 
The results of fifty-six different tests 
at seventeen different agricultural ex- 
periment stations show an average in- 
crease of 42 per cent resulting from 
shallow cultivation as compared with 
deep cultivation. In moist years cul- 
tivation is of less importance than in 
dry years.

Ayrshire Breeders Meet 


A meeting to complete the organi- 
zation of the Menie Ayrshire Breeders 
Club was held in Campbellford on 
Tuesday, February 28th. The purpose 
of this club is, in the main, to foster, 
promote and advance the interests of 
Ayrshires in the counties of Northum- 
berland and Durham, Hastings, Prince 
Edward and Peterboro; to encourage 
breeders more generally to adopt the 
Ayrshire cattle; to assist the breeders 
locally in marketing their cattle and 
their produce to the best advantage, 

_ and to become better acquainted one 

with another. About 40 farmers inter- 
ested in Ayrshire cattle were present. 
Among those from a distance were 
Mr, W. I. Stephen, of Huntingdon, 
Quebec, Secretary of the Canadian 
Ayrshire Breeders’ Association ; Prof. 
H. S. Arkell, of Ottawa, Assistant 
Live Stock Commissioner for the Do- 
minion, Mr, H, B. Cowan, Editor of 
Farin & Dairy, Peterboro, and the 
District Representatives H. C, Duff, 
of Norwood, for Peterboro county ; R. 
§. Duncan, of Port Hope, for North- 
umberland and Durham counties ; and 
B. B. Palmer, of Stirling, for Hast- 
ings county. 

The President, Mr. Alex, Hume, of 
Menie, introduced Mr. W. F. Stephen 
who gaye 1 good pratical address and 
assisted very materially in complet- 
ing organization. Mr. Stephen ex- 
pressed his pleasure at being present 
and said he had for some time cher- 
ished the thought of being instrumen- 
tal in forming a number of clubs simi- 
lar to this amonget Ayrshire Breeders. 
He congratulated the forward step the 
breeders took in torming the first 
Ayrshire Olub in Canada. One advan- 
tage of the club would be to encourage 
the breeding of one particular bieedin 
the community. He spoke of Holland, 
Jersey, Gurnsey and the success that 
followed this course was very encour- 
aging. He referred to his correspond- 
encein that two out of every three 
letters he received contained enquiries 
from men who wanted to purchase 
from-one to a carload of Ayrsbires, 
Mr. Stephen emphasized the sterling 

qualities of the Ayrshire cow, and 
said she was the most vigorous, the 
bardiest, the greatest hustler and the 
eow of cheapest production. When- 
ever pitted against other breeds and 
eost of production considered she in- 
variably won ont. He laid stress on 
on type and performance saying these 
must be pre-eminent, He urged 
breeders to enter their heifers and 
cows in the Record of Performance 
Test and commented on the splendid 
records some of the Ayrshires were 
making. As an example the cow 
“ Panglewyld” in completing a year’s 
record gave 16,196 lbs. of milk and 625 
Ibs. of butter fat. 

Prof. Arkell, of Ottawa, told of the 
efforts being put forth by the Live 
Stock Branch to bettev live stock con- 
ditions, generally, He expressed his 
deep interest in this, the first local 
stock breeders’ club organized in the 
Dominion which had come under his 
notice, and it is the intention of the 
Department to further such organiza- 
tions as they considered it the first 
step towards real co-operation, which 
is an important question with the 
Agricultural people of Canada, The 
Menie District Ayrshire cluh should 
feel proud that they have interested 
the Dominion Department of Agvicul- 
tural first in this step. Prof, Arkell 
explained the methods that have been 
adopted in Denmark which had in- 
creased the production of the dairy 
cow from an average of 2,000 Ibs. in 
1908 to 6,600 Ibs. in 1910, While col- 
lectively we are trying to advance 
our interests, yet the great problem is, 
what ave we going to do individually ? 
Prot. Arkell gave many good and 
helpful suggestions to the club, which 
were highly appreciated by those 
present,

Agriculture for Schools 


To Scnoor TEACHERS AND TRUSTEES 
OF ONTARIO: 
The attention of teachers and trus 


teoes who may be desirous of introduc: 
ing some measnre of agricultural 
teaching into the work of their schools 
or of improving their school surround 


ings by planting trees, shrubs ov vines, 
is culled to the work of the Schools’ 
Division of the Experimental Union, | 


one of the extension branches of the 
Ontario Farmers’ Technical College, 
viz: The Ontario Agricultural College, 


This organization was started two 
yeurs ago for the purpose of bringing 
the sehools of the Province into closer 
connection with the college, The 
work is now past the experimental 
stage. In 1909 there were 117 schools 
co-operating in the work und last year 
287 schools. It is expected that this 
yeur there will be w much larger num- 
ber of schools tuking up the work. 
It should not be long before practical- 
ly every schoolin Ontario his modified 
its work in the direction of giving the 
boys and girls some practical instruc: 
tion in those things that concern 
every-day life. The introduction of 
agriculture into the curriculum of the 
Public Schools hus been tried several 
times. The plans offered by the 
Schools’ Division may be found to help 
in the solution of this problem, 

For this year the Schools’ Division 
is arranging to send out seed packets 
for children’s gardening, seed grain 
for small experimental plots, shrubs, 
vines and tulip bulbs for school ground 
improvement; tree seeds and agricul- 
tural seeds ave also included in its dis- 
tribution, To schoolssundertaking to 
frame it and give it «a place on the 
walls, a picture of the Agricultural 
College is sent free also, For some of 
these things no charge is made, pro- 
vided the material is used strictly for 
educational purposes ; for most of the 
material, however, a charge is made 
as it is not possible, nor considered «d- 
visable, to undertake a free distribu- 
tion of valuable material, 

In all phases of the work, teachers 
and pupils are. provided with instruc- 
tion sheets, booklets or charts; they 
are not left alone in the work, but 
have the experience and co-operation 
of others who are doing the same kind 
of work elsewhere.

When godly people seek the help of 
and rely on the ungodly it is not only 
a testimony agalust God on the part 
of those who bear His name, but it 
encourages the ungodly in thelr un- 
godliness, In II Chron, xvi we read 
that Asa, king of Judah, was rebuked 
by the Lord through Hananl the seer 
becanse he relied upon Benhadad, 
king of Syria. 

It may have been that this fellow- 
ship of Asa with him afterward en- 
couraged Benhadad to ill treat Ahab, 
king of Israel, as be did, first demand- 
ing of bim his silver and his gold and 
his wives and children and then 
threatening to send his servants to 
search the houses of the king and his 
servants and take away all their de- 
sirable things (verses 5, 6), Ahab 
seems to have borne the first demand 
with wondrous submission, but the 
second was too much, and Abab by 
the advice of hts elders so returned 
answer to Benhadad, This drew from 
him a great threat, to which Ahab re- 
plied in these words: “Let not him 
that girdeth on his harness boast him- 
self as he that putteth it off” (verse 11). 

We cannot but be impressed with 
the pains which God takes to win peo- 
ple to Him and to deliver them from 
the wrath to come, and we are amazed 
to see Him working even on behalf of 
such a one as,Ahab. But it was all 
for His great namesake that Ahab 
might know Him as Jehovah (verses 
18, 28). Compare Job xxxill, 27-30, 
and remember always II Pet. fil, 9. 
What He bas done for Israel in the 
past and will yet do for them in the 
future was and will be wholly for His 
numne’s sake that He may be known 
and frusted (Ezek, xxxvi, 22; xxxvii, 
28; xxxviil, 238; xxxix, 27-29). Even 
to this day He is wont to show Him- 
self strong on behalf of very unworthy 
representatives if only He may be 
known through them as the living 
and true God, who loves to save and 
is not willing that any should perish. 

The great hindrance to His saving 
and blessing people and showing Him- 
self strong on their behalf {s their un- 
willingness and unbelief. How often 
He “has had to say: “And ye would 
not” (Isa xxvill, 12; xxx, 15; Matt. 
xxili, 37; John v, 40). “My people 
would not hearken to My voice, and 
Israe! would none of Me.” “They be- 
lieved not in God and trusted not in 
His salvation” (Ps. xxxi, 11; Ixxviil, 
2); p 

Ahab's record is, “There was none 
like unto’ Abab, who did sell himself 
to work wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord” (chapters xxi, xxv). The only good 
thing written of him is his penitence, 
which caused the Lord to delay judg- 
ment on him (xxi, 27-29). And yet in 
this lesson the Lord gave the Syrians 
Into his hand twice, though his people 
were but few and the Syrians a great 
host. He even caused a wall to fall 
upon 27,000 of the Syrians. Such a 
manifestation of the power of God on 
behalf of such as Ahab is most un- 
usual. We must think not of Ahab, 
but of Israel as the people of God, 
though in rebellion against Him, con- 
cerning whom He said; ‘How shall [ 
give thee up, Ephraim? How shall I 


deliver thee, Israel?’ (Hos. xi, &) 
“O Israel, thou hast destroyed thy- 
self, but in me is thine help!’ “O 


Israel, return unto the Lord thy God!” 
(Hos. xiil, 9;°xiv, 1.) 

As to the Syrians, who were at this 
time overthrown, it is plain that 
drunkenness was one of the sins of 
their leaders, for Benhadad and his 
thirty-two royal comrades were drink- 
ing themselves drunken (verses xii, 16) 
even while they were boasting against 
the God of Israel, It was not sinful 
Israel that they were talking against, 
but the wonder working God of Israel, 
who counts all that is done to His 
people, however unworthy they may 
be, as done to Himself (Zech, li, 8). 
After the first defeat of the Syrians 
they said that the God of Israel was 
a God of the hills, but not of the yval- 
leys, and for this they suffered their 
second defeat, though the children of 
Israel were like two little flocks of 
kids, while the Syrians filled the coun- 
try (verses 27). The Lord loves 
to show Himself strong on behalf of 
all who trust In Him (II Chron, xvi, 9) 

But proud, haughty,, self sufficient 
people will always be overthrown, 
There is nothing that develops the self 
fn man like wine or strong drink, and 
self or the carnal mind ts that part 
of us that is Incorrigibly bad and can 
never be improved (Rom. vill, 7). As 
to the way In which wine or strong 
(rink works—and some Instances of 
it in the Serlptures—the cases of 
Noah, David and Uriah, Nabal, Blab 
und others might be studied with prof- 
It (Gen. ix, 20, 21; If Sam. xi, 13; L 
Sam, xxv, 36; I Kings xvi, 9), The 
record stands that drunkards shall not 
Inherit the kingdom of God. 

And even such guilty ones have 
been and may still be saved, Then 
there Is that staggering and drunken- 
ness of unbellef always to be consld- 
ered In which nelther wine nor strong 
drink is at all in evidence (Isa xxbx, 
9-13). Sinners of all grades and kinds 
are all about us, whom God Is ready 
to save, and we do well to consider 
whether while we are busy here and 
there they get beyond our reach 
(verse 40),

No doubt now that Canadian Farmers are to be Exposed to the 
Competition of all the Great Food Exporting Countries of 


foreign nations or the British countries 
that share with the United States the 
privilege of sending their farm pro- 
ducts freely into the Canadian market, 


If the Reciprocity Compact simply 
provided for free trade in farm pro- 
ducts between Canada and the United 
States there might reasonably be dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether it 
would be advantageous to Canadian 
farmers or not. We think that even 
such an ariangement would have been 
“a bad bargain for Canadian farmers, 
because the surplus of farm products 
in the United States is enormously 
greater. than the surplus of Canadian 
farm products, because the farming 
season is earlier and longer in the 
United States, and because our farm- 
evs would always be at the mercy of 
the tariff legislation of the United 
States Congress, while they would 
have no voice in the election of Con- 
gvess, but still there would be room 
for argument as to whether our farm- 
evs would yain enough by admission 
of their products to United States 
markets to compensate them for losses 
in the home market; but from the 
farmers’ point of view nothing can be 
said in favor of allowing twelve foreign 
nations and the food-exporting British 
colonies to send their farm products 
freely into Oanada without giving our 
farmers anything to compensate them 
for this unexpected competition in the 
Canadian home market,

The merchants of a certain town in 
the United States decided that it 
would be a good idea to give the 
people of their community a pratical 
demonstration of how the mail order 
business will finally affect local condi- 
tions. They were perfectly sure that 
they were giving better value for the 
money ot the residents of their town 
than could be obtained from the Ohi- 
cago catalogue houses, particularly 
when the cost of freight and postage 
was included in the cost; but the 
number of express parcels constantly 
arriving proved that the mail order 
houses were getting considerable busi- 
ness from people who would not take 
the trouble to thoroughly investigat: 
the matter. ‘ 

They took steps to learn the names 
ot the patrons of the catalogue houses 
and planned accordingly. Mrs. Blank, 
who had purchased a sewing machine 
from one of the mail order tivms, bad 
adaughter about to be muirried. As 
her husband was a little short of 
ready cash, she went to one of the lo- 
cal stores to purchase linen and other 
goods for her daughter's troussean, 
expecting to.obtain the usual credit. 

The dealer politely declined to part 
with the goods except for spot cash, 
stating that E. & Co. from whom she 
had purchased her machine, would 


_ undoubtedly be glad to extend the de- 


sived crelit. She tricd another store 
and was met with the same polite sug- 
gestion. 

Mrs. Dash, the farmer's wife, drove 
in with butter and eggs. The grocer 
adnjitted that the butter was fiue and 
the eggs fresh, but stated that he did 
not reguire any; that probably M. & 
Oo., of Chicago, would be delighted to 
send her another box of groceries in 
¢xelange forher pr dice. ‘Phe otLer 
grocers had exactly the same story to 


tell. 


When Farmer Dash brought in a 
load of oats, he was offered five cents 
less than the market price. He pro- 
tested, but was infermed that 8, & Co. 
0! Chica so, rom wiom he bought his 
harness and blankets, might be will- 
ing to take his outs. Whe clothing 
firm and the hardware man refused 
credit. He took home his oats, and 
did not take home some clothing, wire 
fencing and nails that he required. 

It was not very long before people 
found how much depended upon the 
business men of the town, and how 
eyery individual suffered when any- 
thing was done to injure local enter- 
prise. It is understood that the ex- 
pres parcels arriving at that station 
buye appreciably ‘diminished. If the 
muil order houses really gave better 
value than the local merchants, a man 
might claim he was entitled to buy in 
the cheapest and sell in the desrest 
market, but experience has demon- 
strated over and again that: such is 
hot the case. If you buy in small 
quanties and expect credit from our 
local merchants, do you expect to get 
the Same prices that you would by 
buying in lurge quantities, cash in ad- 
vance from some city firm ? 

Give our advertisers a chance to 
figure on your requirements on the 
same basis and see if you cannot do as 
well bere, In one case you will find 
that you buy from a picture and pay 
Min advance, and then wait a week for 
your prize package, ln the other 
case, you bny from the people you 
know ; you see the goods before you 
accept them and before you pay one 
cent, Ip one case you hurt your own 
town, and in the other you help the 
city, its schools, its churches and its 
institutions, Giye the matter a little 
thought.—T'weed Advocate,

In Italy's Mount 
Everything on Their Hoads, 


In Italy, as in most of the old world 
countries, the men even I the hum- 
blost classes will not carry a load of 
any kind if it is possible to get out of 
it, For that reason the burden-bearing 
is done by the patient, obstinate and 
much abused donkey 
Tn the interior of Italy, 
plains aro, and in Veniee 
the famous lake region all burdens are 
carried on the back, in long baskets 
like those used by the German peas: 
ants. These are supported on the 
shoulders by loops through which the 
arms are thrust.

How Eyes Are Colored. 

Brown eyes are due to a brown pig- 
ment laid down in the iris; blue eyes 
are due to a lack of such pigment. 
When both parents are brown eyed 
the children get the tendency to form 
iris pigment from both sides of the 
house, and the condition of the pig- 
ment is said to be duplex. If the chil 
dren get the tendency from one parent 
only they still have brown eyes, but 
the condition {is said to be simplex. 
If both of the parents lack brown eye 
pigment, that is proof that the power 
of producing it is absent from their 
| germ cells. Now, what is absent from 
the germ cells cannot be transmitted; 
consequently two parents lacking 
brown in the Iris (blue eyed) will never 
have children with brown eyes, but 
only with blue eyes. If both parents 
have brown eyes, simplex, then one in 
four of the children will 
eyes. If one parent bas simplex brown 
eyes and the other has blue eyes, one- 
half of the children will have blue 
|} eyes. But if in both or elther one of 
| the parents the blue iris pigmentation 
| {s duplex all of the offspring will have 
brown eyes.—Dr. O. B. Davenport in 
Popular Science Monthly.

GAIN OR LOSE 


WHEN CANADA’S DOOR IS OPEN ? 


Is the United States Market Worth the Price that We Must Pay for 
it under Reciprocity ? 


A Question for Farmers 


(From The Canadian Century) 


When we allow vast quantities of 
food from Australia and the twelye 
youred foreign nations to come free- 
hs into Caniuda how are we going to 
prove to American customs officials 
that the farm products we are trying 
to send across the United States houn- 
dary were really produced in Canada ? 

Ask your neighbors this question. 

We may be sure that the farmers of 
the United States will insist upon cus- 
toms regulations that will prevent 
Canada becoming the back door en- 
trance to the United States for all the 
great food exporting countries of the 
world, The enforcement of these reg- 
ulations will be very annoying. The 
necessity of proving that every con- 
signment of food imported into the 

nited States from Canada is actually 
Canadian will scare American buyers. 
They will naturally pay lower prices 
for Canadian farm products than for 
American farm products when they 
have to take the risk of disputes with 
customs officials as to whether they 
ave genuine Canadian or come from 
countries overseas, 

Prices are always fluctuating in the 
United States, and while a consign- 
ment of Canadian butter or eggs is be- 
ing held up at the United States cus- 
toms awaiting proof of genuineness 
the price may go down. 


Australasian Food for Canada 


During the fiscal year ending March 
31, 1901, there came to Canada from 
Australia and New Zealand 568,989 
pounds of butter, 1,149,979 pounds of 
fresh mutton and lamb, 107,383 pounds 
of canned meats and small quantities 
of other meats. In view of the fact 
that such quantities are imported un- 
der the present tariff, what may be 
expected when the duties on butter 
and cheese are abolished and the duties 
on meats greatly reduced as a result 
of the Reciprocity Compact with the 
United States. 

Farm products from Australia and 
New Zealand come in by way of both 
the Pacific and the Atlantic, New 
Zealand frozen lambs coming in by 
way of Vancouver has been sold as far 
east as Winnipeg. A large consign- 
ment of lamb carcases from New 
Zealand bas just reached St.John,N.B. 

The New Zealand steamship “ Aor- 
angi” is now on its way to San Fran- 
cisco with 5,000 carcases of New Zeal- 
and mutton and large quantities of 
butter, They cannot pass into the| 
United States without payment of | 
high customs duties. Is it ‘not prob-| 
able that such cargoes will be diverted | 
to Canadian ports when the Reciproc- | 
ity Agreement goes into effect? There | 
is nothing in-the Reciprocity Compact | 
binding the United States to admit | 
farm products free or at reduced rates | 
from Australia, New Zealand and the

imported will increase rather than 
diminish ? \ 


Prices in the United States 


Even if the Reciprocity Agreement 
did not let in Australia, New Zealand 
and twelve foreign nations besides the 
United States, even if the favoured 
nation treaties could be got rid of su 
that Canada could open its markets to 
the United States alone, the majority 
of Canadian farmers would gain noth- 
ing by Reciprocity, while they would 
take very great risks. 

Anyone who makes a careful study 
of the markets in the United States 
will note that the prices vary in differ- 
ent sections of the country. Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Buffalo, De- 
troit, Chicago, St. Paul, St. Louis, 
New Orleans and San Francisco all 
have different prices, and there isa 
still greater variation in prices in small 
cities, towns and villages throughout 
the country. 

The Canadian farmer should com- 
pare the prices he obtains for his pro- 
ducts in a small village near his farm, 
not with the prices in Boston, New 
York, Chicago or some other large 
city in the United States, but with the 
prices obtained by farmers in small 
villages in the United States equally 
distant from the great centres of pop- 
ulation. He must take into consider- 
ation not only the cost of transporta- 
tion toethe big cities of the United 
States, but also the middlemen’s 
profits, 

A table of comparative prices in 
Montreal and Boston the week the 
Reciprocity Conipact was made was 
compiled by The Montreal Herald, a 
Liberal newspaper, with the assistance 
of « number of prominent produce 
dealers and food experts. Cheese,eggs, 
live poultry, carrots, celery, lettuce, 
onions, squasb, tomatoes, beans and 
cranberries all commanded higher 
prices in Montreal than in Boston, 
The best creamery butter was 14 cents 
per pound higher in Boston than in 
Montreal, while storage creamery but- 
ter was one cent higher in Boston, 
Dressed poultry averaged about the 
same in the two cities, Hay and oats 
were considerably higher in Boston. 

Since then butter prices have de- 
clined in most of the markets of the 
United States. A leading produce 
dealer of Montreal received the other 
day a telegram from Obicago offering 
him 300 tubs of September creamery 
butter, cold stored, at 18 cents, Ohic- 
ago. At the time this telegram was 
received the same kind of butter was 
worth 24 cents to 25 cents in Montreal, 

Mr. Gage, President of the Toronto 
Board of Trade, receutly prepared a 
tuble of prices in ‘Toronto and New 
York, comparing the Toronto market 
reports with the New York market re- 
ports as given in the New York Com- 
mercial Bulletins, The table follows ;

It is a most interesting and profitable 
tudy to search out in the Old esta. | 
all the people and the events 
which the Lord Jesus mentioned in His | 
teaching and to rewwember that Jesus 
of the New Testament is none other 
than the Lord God of the prophets, 
whose goings forth have been from of 
old, from the days of eternity (Mie. v, 
2, margin). In Luke jy, 27, He men 
tions both Naaman and Elisha, and of 
course that includes the little maid 
of Israe] and all the other people and 
incidents of the story. 

In chapter iy, 8, we read of a great 
woman, and now it is a great mon 
and honorable, a deliverer and mighty 
man of valor, but a leper, He was a 
great man in the eyes of his fellows, 
but had he lived in Israel he would 
have bad to live without the camp. 

Leprosy is a wonderful type of sin, 
and, it matters not how great a man 
may be in other men’s eyes, if he is 
an unsaved sinner be is a child of 
wrath, dead in sins, without Christ 
and without God (I2ph. fi, 1, 3, 12), and 
those who dle in that condition are 
forever shut out (Rey. xxl, 8, 27). In 
as seemingly strange ways as the Lord 
brought healing to Naaman He still 
wins sinners to Himself. He may use 
a captive maid, bumble servants, wa- 
ters of Jordan, ete., but He is always 
seeking to save the lost, not willing 
that any should perish (II Pet. 1ii, 9). 

The little captive maid stolen away 
from her home might have so bated 
her captors as to wish them evil and 
be glad that Naaman was a leper, but 
she evidently had the spirit of Him 
who taught to love our enemies and 
to be subject even to perverse people 
(Matt. v, 44; I Pet. fi, 18). So she 
pitied Nanman and told of the prophet 
in Samaria, of whom she knew or had 
heard many wonderful things. From 
the slowness of believers to tell of the 
Lord Jesus and His wonderful redemp- 
tion the world has a right to conclude 
that they have nothing wonderful to 
tell. 

The result of the litle maid's testi- 
mony was that the king of Syria sent 
Naaman to the king of Israel with a 
letter and a lot of silver and gold and 
raiment, asking from the king health 
for his servant. There was a double 
mistake in sending to the king in 
stead of the prophet and in supposing 
that money could purchase heaven's 
gifts. The maid had spoken of the

prophet in Samaria, not the king, and 
a true prophet is a spokesman for 
God. But royalty can only deal with 
royalty and, as a ruie, has no use for 
poor men even if they are prophets. 
Such pride must be laid low before 
God can help such people. 

The king of Israel thought that the 
king of Syria was seeking a quarrel 
with him in making such a request, 
and he rent his clothes. Elisha, hear- 
ing of it, said to the king, “Let him 
come now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel.” So 
Naaman came in alb his pomp and 
pride to the door of the house of 
Elisha, thinking that the prophet would 
make a display of his power and in 
some striking way give him health. 
When the prophet did not deign even 
| to come to the door, but sent a mes- 
senger, saying, “Go and wash in Jor- 
dan seven times, and thy flesh shall 
come again to thee, and thou shalt 
be clean,” Naaman was so angry that 
he turned and went away in a rage. 

When we remember that even Abra- 
ham’s thoughts brought him trouble 
(Gen. xx, 11) and Mary’s supposing 
gave ber three days of sorrow (Luke 
fi, 44-46) we do not wonder so much 
at the result of Naaman’s thoughts. 
Simple faith in God and prompt obedi- 
ence is the only safe way. Servants 
sometimes have more sense than their 
masters, and so it proved in this case, 
for, as they reasoned with Naaman 
that he would gladly have done some 
great thing, then why not do this sim- 
ple thing? He went and did as Elisha 
had said, and bis flesh became as the 
flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 

There was no special value or eflica- 
cy in the witers of Jordan, but it was 
to Naaman a lesson in humility and 
obedience and submission to the true 
God. In the matter of salvation for 
the sinner there {is only one way, one 
name, one sacrifice, one precious blvod, 
and he who disdains It cannot be sav- 
ed, Naaman, being healed, returned 
| to Elisha with a good confession, “Be- 
| hold, now I know that there is po 
God In all the earth but Ip Israel” (15), 
and he would fain bave rewarded the 
prophet. How grand is the dignity of 
the soul that can turn down earth's 
silver and gold and say to such as 
Naaman, “As the Lord liveth before 
whom I staud I will recelve none.” 
Compare Gen, xiv, 22-23; Dan, vy, 17. 
See also the rich young ruler who was 
told by our Lord to give all that he had 
to the poor (Luke xviil, 22) and then 
follow Jesus, thus revealing to him 
his own heart, and that his possessions 
were his god, aud that he was break- 
ing the first commandment. I expect 
that Judas Iscariot was troubled by 
our Lord's words to the rich ruler, and 
we fre quite certain that Gebazl was 
troubled by Elisha'’s rejection of Naa- 
man's wealth® Consider the result of 
his covetousness (verse 27) and re- 
member the words of our Lord in Luke 
xil, 15, “Take heed and beware of 
covetousness, for a man’s life cunsist- 
eth not In the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth.”

“If any person orders his paper dis-

*“Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his namie or another, or into the 
home, or whether he has subscribed or 
not, is responsible for the pay.

officials, so he obtained an excellent 
opportunity to seé life in that Paris 
a the wilderness. Mr. Woodruff is a 
globe trotter of considerable renown 
and is certainly well qualified to make 
an authoritative statement on a sub- 
ject of this kind. In his judgment 
our great cities are hopelessly out- 
classed by Irkutsk when it comes to 
genuine wickedness. 

“Irkutsk is not only the wickedest, 
but it is the fastest city in the world,” 
declares Mr. Woodruff. ‘‘There is more 
night life in that little town of 100,- 
000 people than there is in all Paris. 
In one of the gambling houses there 
I saw as much as $100,000 staked on 
the turn of a card a dozen times in 
an evening.

Petersburg could not boast of any 
more culture than is to be found at a 
smart entertainment in one of the 
Mashionable homes in this Siberian 
city, If any imagines New York is 
swift, a visit to Irkutsk will open his 
eyes. The quintessence of vice is to 
be found there. 

“Irkutsk has wide streets, lined with 
fine buildings. Among its citizens 
there are more millionaires than in 
any city of its size in the world and 
they have to spend their money in 
Irkutsk, for the reason that they are 
not allowed to leave the province. 
Most of them—especially the rich ones 
‘are convicts or the descendants of 
convicts who have amassed fortunes 
in gold mining. ~The Baikal moun- 
fains, near Irkutsk, are filled with 
Tich veins of gold and it is no exag- 

eration to say that thousands of men 
n this comparatively small town in 
the heart of Siberia have become rich 
beyond the dreams of avarice. The 
flood of gold has naturally attracted 
all the luxuries of the world and, as 
usual, the luxuries have brought 
Vices. 

“the monastery of St. Innocent, 
which cost upward of $7,000,000, is 
one of the finest specimens of archi- 
tecture in the world. The place has 
More public institutions than any city 
of its size in the world. Its cathe- 
drals vie with any to be found in 
Russia. St. Basil’s alone excepted, 
Its opera house is eclipsed only by 
the opera in Paris. With these re- 
finements came gorgeous hotels and 
cafes. The principal cafe in Irkutsk 
is as grand as anything in London 
and its prices are at least four times 
as high. All the delicacies of the 
world are to be had, including the 
Tarest wines, and at prices that would 
stagg r ordinary millionaires.
